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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to the rejection of the last office action mailed 
05/15/08, Applicant argues that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is not proper and cites various portions of the disclosure 
to support arguments (see page 2 of 9+ of Applicant Remarks/Arguments). 

In response, Examiner disagrees. Examiner carefully reviewed the cited portions and arguments, however, Examiner disagrees. With 
respect to claims 16, 21 and 22, the claimed "...to force display said first and second advertisement-associated data..." is not supported in 
the disclosure for these reasons: Applicant's cited portions (page 3 of 9), [0163-0165] and [0148-0154]; discloses that the ad windows 271 
and 272, displays ad-associated data corresponding to the AV content 151 being reproduced. In other words ad windows 271 and 272 
displays ad-associated data only when the AV content 151 is being reproduced. Applicant claim limitations reads "...first transmitting means 
for transmitting said first and second advertisement-associated data. ...to information processing apparatus to force display said first and 
second advertisement-associated data." Hence the claim limitations is not supported in the disclosure. 

As to claims 1 and 3-5, in the various cited portions, i.e., reads "...viewers who record television programs into their personal computers for 
playback to the commercials accompanying the television programs [0004]; the user is forced to view an advertisement in viewing the 
television program recorded. ..([0141]); while viewing the AV content 151, he also views the advertisement (not advertisements) displayed 
at the same time. The limitations of claims 5, 1 0 and 1 3 are not supported for the same reasons discussed above. Hence the finality of the 
last office action is proper, meet all the claim limitations and hereby maintained . 
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
